The jury aelcction wos curried out 
by deputies of County Clerk 
Richard Pence, but reaponBibility 
for the selection procedure lies willi 
the district judgc.s siitin}; behind 
TVin Fulls County benches. 

But those judges siiy Fence never 
told them how the jury aelcction 
woH performed and they never or- 
dcrca Pence to UHe.-the faulty 
procedure. / 

The deputlea any Pence never told 
them how to choose the iuriea and 
they operated in virtual isolation 
from his direction.

"The jury ayatem is truly the 
jewel in the crown of democruey.”

tion at least three separate times, 
and those juries are supposed to rep- 
resent a crosH-.section of the 
community."

County clerk’s job 
spurs legal doubt

~ TWIN falls” - Although 
bonded by a common re.spon.sibility 
the operation of the cJtinty povern- 
ment public officiuls are divided by 
different jobs. 

The lines dividing the respon- 
aibiiiticfl between county clerk and 
judge were drawn and tested tiiis 
week in Twin Fulls County. 

Fifth District Court Judges 
Daniel Hurlbutt and Daniel Meelil 
sot aside 21 drug-related indict-' 
ments becuu.se the county j»iry-se- 
Icction process wu.s flawed. 

County Clerk Dick Pence, also 
the Cleric of the district court, said 
the trial court udminisir.itor, 
Hurlbutt in this cuse. was responsi- . 
ble for delennining how jurie.s are 
selected. 


A recent fdahu Supreme Court 
opinion seems to back up Pence by 
.-placing the ultimate responsibility 
tor court-related activities squarely 
on the shoulders of the court 
system. 

That ruling came from a Noz 
Perce County case where Clerk 
Donna Crooks sought a legal curtail- 
ment of what she saw us “inter- 
ference" from Second District Ad- 
minislrulive Judge John Maynard 
with her clerk duties. 

The case started with llie hiring 
by Crooks of a deputy clerk for the 
district court in April 1UH5. ' 
Maynard refused to allow the new 
deputy to perform court duties be- 
cause he did not have the opportu- 
iiity to evaluate the qualifications 
of the deputy.

Shultz tried 
to resign post; 
says president 
was deceived

WASHINGTON - Secretary of 
Stole George P. Shultz testified 
Thursday that President Reagan 
was ticeeived by his closest ad- 
visers about his administration’s 
Iran-Contra activities and that 
■•rve never seen the president so 
mad” as when Shultz laid out some 
details of Iheslory. 

‘ He'also said, in a day when one ■ 
disclosure tumbled over another, 
that he Uiree times tried to resign 
his post, including a time i'i, ,\ugusl 
• last year. 

"You can’t do (he Job well if you 
want it too much.” he said'. "You 
have (0 be wilting to .say goodbye 
andlum." 

In the August instame.. he said, 
he perceived that other officials 
thought he was out of .step with the 
administration and he fell he had 
become the target of "guerrilla 
warfare." He said Reagan stuck 
(he resignation letter in a drawer, 
said 'You're tired, it's about time 
to go on vacation' <an<h nothing 
ever happened.''

Shultz said ho waged "a baltle 
royal,'" against others who had the , 
president's ear. to jiersuade 
Reagan to gel the facts out last 
November after a Lebanese news- 
paper revealed the Unlled Stales 
had sold annstu Iran.

• He -said that part of the policy of 
trying to free the hostages "has to 
be making it plain that yoti will not 
pay ransom, bribes or whatever for 
them” because "the minute you do 
that, you expose the vast numbers 
of' Americans traveling around to 
greater risk." 

Shultz, who testified for seven 
hours and will return for more on 
Friday, made clear his support for 
(he Contra rebels. 

"Bul I don’t think that the 
desirable end justified the means' 
of lying, deceiving, of doing things 
that are outside our constitutional 
process.” ho .said. — ^ . 

He defended Elliott Abrams, the 
a.ssistanl sccrcUiry of state who 
admitted misleading Congress 
about some . aspects of the affair. 

"He made a mlstakCj he knows It 
and he Is full of remorse about it.” 
Shultz siild. ”1 think he Is a very 
able, energetic, fine person with a 
real Instinct for public service and 
I think the country needs people 
llkcthat.” - 

He laid Hie congressional Iran- 
C'onirn committees that he felt 
National Sccurlly Adviser John 
Poindexler and CIA Director 
William Casey "had' a confllcfof 
interest wllli the prcsidenl”:in try- 
ing to persuade Him to hide the 
truth from the -country and to 
"ball them out.”

With oil prices hovering around $20 
a barrel, Iran stands to gain 
significantly at a time when it needs 
to refill Its empty coffers with 
foreign exchange. 

Iran buys most of Its weaponry on 
the International black market, at 
prices considerably higher than 
charged by national governments. 

If Iran is worried about the conse- 
quences of an arms embargo, the 
penalty that most observers believe 
the United Nations would apply if 
Iran docs not comply with the reso- 
lution, It mqy want to replenish its 
stockpiles In advance. .. 

Such pragmatic considerations,

Kuwait's request tor the United 
Stales to place It Kuwaiti tankers 
under the Stars and Stripes was first 
made last December, according to 
an administration chronology of the 
controversial policy. 

That was a month after It was 
revealed that the administration 
had secretly been selling missiles to 
Iran while publicly trying to block 
the sale ol weapons to th at coun try. _ 

Iran and Iraq have been llglilihg a 
bloody war at the lop of the gulf 
since Sept. 22. 1980. and Kuwait and 


other Aral) gulf nations hove publlc- 
iy voiced their fears about an Ira- 
nian victory. 

U.S. congressmen who recently 
visited the gulf region said Arob 
leaders In the area were angry that 
the United Stales had been selling 
weapons to Iran.

Iran accuses Kuwait of rccolving 
arms for Iraq, the emirate's eastern 
neighbor at Ino northern end of tho 
gulf, and has made rcgulor attacks

by orscrvIngKuwalt. 

Iraq's ports have been closed since 
shortly after Its war with Iran began 
In September 1980. Kuwait and Saudi 
Arabia export 300,000 barrels of oil 
dally through tho gulf on Iraq’s 
behalf.

Dunn water decision 
is victory for public 


It is not likely to bTflie final word on the 
subject, but the Niagara Springs decision this 
week by retiring Water Resources Director Ken- 
neth Dunn will probably be seen in years ahead 
as a major case in the development of Idaho pub- 
lic interest water law. 

The essence of Dunn’s decision is that water in 
Idaho is a public trust resource, of which scenic 
beauty and recreational value are a part. 

The state has a responsibility — indeed a duty 
— to protect those public uses, which may take 
. precedent over prior vested water rights. 

Idaho water law has been moving iii this di- 
.rection for some time. The Legislature, for 
example, has gradually expanded the “minimum 
flow” concept and applying “public interest" as 
part of the criteria on which “minimum flow” is 
determined. The Swari Falls agreement also in- 
cludes the public interest concept as a criterion 
for adjudication of water rights. 

But Dunn’s decision goes further. It pves sce- 
and recreational aspects at the Niagara 


Springs site a higher value, at this time, than the 
beneficial economic use to which the individual de- 
velopers would put the water. 

If that concept is expanded in future cases, we 
may look back on the.l^agara Springs cases as 
one which helped lay the groundwork for an ex- 
panded public resources doctrine in Idaho. 

It is also likely that Dunh's decision will go into 
both the legislative and judicial arenas. 

Water, in Idaho, is both money and power, and 
the history of the state is in no small measure a 
study in its control and use.

should go as for as a state like Oregon, which has 
developed broad public use and access principles 
into its laws governing land, water and ocean 
shoreline. 

'But neither should Idaho remain tied solely to 
water use doctrines which were developed a cen- 
tury ago. and which, from, time to time, may need 
updating.and modifying. 

Dunn’s decision speaks wisely to this issue. It 
sketches broad principles for future water deci- 
sions involving public interest, but it leaves to fu- 
ture directors, the allocation of water at any given 
time. 

In doing so, it recognizes that, as Dunn puts it, 
“public interest is a dynamic concept subject to 
change as the needs and desires of the people in 
the locality aqnd throughout the state evolve.” 

That language alone is an important element in 
what is a clear victory for public rights.

Child support sufi’ered from its place in 
the messy wrangling between adults. It- 
wusjust money tobc urguedbver.

. ing the 1970a, the rate of divorce and single 
parenthood rose and with it the child-iza> 

. tion of poverty. Welfare critics noted that , 
67 percent of recipienta ofAid to Families 
w ith Depeudent Children were on the dole 
because of inadequate child suppoit^^nd 
many were once middle-class. 

Oi>e study in Colorado found that two- 


thirds of folhers paid more in payments for 
their cars than for their kids. California re- 
search found that, in the yeor after divorce, 
the standard oflivingof the mother nnd 
children had gone down 73 percent, while 
the father’s had gone up 42 percent. Still 
another study proved, not suprisingly, that 
the stricter the enforcement of child-sup- 
port payments, the higher the rate of 
compliance.

An invostlgallon by the depart- 
menl's Inspector general, released 
Thursday, found a pattern of pro- 
cedural violations in those con- 
tracts. plus one involving a lounda- 
lion set up by lUC principals called 
Institute For North-South Issues.

Dallas edges Houston 
in new population list 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Dallas 
edged past Texas rival Houston In 
the Census Bureau’s latest popula- 
tion estimates tor the nation’s 281 
metropolitan areas, but New York 
continued lo lead the .list by a wide 
margin. 

The Dallas-Forl Worth 
metropolitan area moved up from 
ninth to eighth place on the list of 
'the nation’s 'largest urban areas, 
with a population estimated at 
'•3.655,300 as of July 1, 1986, up from 
•3,535,800 in 1935. 

At the same lime. Houston slipped 
...back one notch, • despite an 
-^estimated population growth from 
"3,605,500to3.634,300. 

■; Overall, the Dallas area grew a 
-'huge 24.7 percent since the 1980 na- 
tional head count, while Houston 
gained 17.7 percent over the six -year 

, period. - . ^ 

•'In general, Sun Belt metropolllan 
areas In the South and West coiv 
tlnucd lo have the strongest growth 
In the nation. Some northern "Rust 


Beit” cities that were losing popula- 
tion In the 1970s have turned around, 
while others continued to decline, 
the new list showed. 

Nationally, the New York metro 
area remained far and away the 
most populous in the country with 
■an estimated 17,967.800 residents, a 
gain of 2.4 percent since the 1980 
census. 

New York's total was up about 
50,000 frorn 1985, the report showed. 

The study focused on metropolitan 
areas, cstlmatlng.thc. populations of 
residents living In rcgions-lhat have 
close social and economic tics 
despite being divided Into more than 
one political jurisdiction. 

In. most cases, metro areas have a 
central city of 50,000 people or more, 
but -can_i0clude.. several counties 
nearby and often extend across 
state lines. New York, for example, 
Includes portions of New York slate, 
New Jersey and Connecticut.

PIT'I'SDURGH (AP) — Computer 
hackers across the country may face 
felony charges following the arrests 
lierc of nine (ccn-agcrs who Illegally 
obtained everything from clothes to 
skateboards through a sophisticated 
computer network, police said 
Thursday. 

“it's a big business. These com- 
panies lose millions,” said Police Of- 
ficer Tim Howell of suburban Mount 
Lebanon, where the youths live. 
"This Is only one small Isolated Inci- 
dent and there arc thousands of peo- 
ple Involved In It across the country. 

"As long as plastic America ex- 
ists. we’re going lo have this," 
iiowellsaid. 

Eight boys and one girl were 
charged with computer fraud, a 
felony, and several other charges 
following a six-week investigation by 
police and the Secret Service. Their 
names have been withheld because 
they arc minors, ranging In age from 
14 to 17. 

Daniel Mayer of the Secret Service 
in Pittsburgh said arrests of juve- 
niles and adults Implicated In the 
rin g also a rc ex pected following Ih^ 
completion oT IhvcsllgaHons In 
Dallas • and -San- Antonio. Texos; 
Omaha, Neb.; Augusta. Ga.: Fresno 
and Los Angeles. Calif.; New York 
City: Newark. N.J.; and Toledo, 
Ohio. 

The nine students at Mount 
Lebanon Junior-Senior High School 
allegedly used home computers to Il- 
legally raid the flics of a credit card- 
authorization center on the West 
Coast and obtain lists of credit card 
I numbers and expiration dates.

It's not the first time Jenkins and 
Dance hove clashedr Earlier this 
year, the Judge and prosecutor ex- 
changed barbs, during a major co- 
caine trial Involving eight defen- 
dants.' Later. Jenkins ruled that 
comments Dance made In his final 
rebuttal statement constituted 
misconduct, though did not pre- 
judice the Jury. 

In the Fade! case, a federal grand 
Jury issued an indictment against 
Fadcl and co-defendani Carl E. 
Schcltler oh March 25. In .his motion 
to dismiss, Fadcl claimed he was en- 
trapped by government Informant 
Kay Sugar, a woman he had known 
before but had seen little of in the 
last three years. 


Fadcl said yugar renewed the 
friendship in March I98G. at a time 
when she was Working as an infor- 
mant. EycHtuahy, the rclallonship 
became ^xual ahd Sugar, claiming 
financial h^sWp. pressed Fadcl to 
help her get into the cocaine 
business, according to Fadcl’s sworn 
statement. 

"Fadcl admitted that he provided 
financing to Sugar, arranged two co- 
caine buys^and then sold an ounce of 
cocaine to Charles ilafen, an under- 
cover South Salt Lake police officer. 

But Fadcl claimed he was Induced 
to commit the offenses by Sugnr.and 
was not predisposed to such criminal 
behavior. 

Central lo the entrapment Issue 
was whether the prosecution con- 
tested Fadcl's assertions. If Dance 


could establish a facluni dlsputc.on 
that point, then, according to sever- 
al legal prccede^s. the issue must 
be prcscnlcUt^^T-Jury. 

Jenkins ruled Dance never pres- 
ented evidence contesting the en- 
trapment, therefpre there was 
nothing to present to a Jury. 

In the government's notice of ap- 
peal, Dance disagrees. The pro- 
secutors claim Jenkins "abused 
(his) Judicial discrelion” by refusing 
to defer ruling on the entrapment 
molioo|unlil trial and by not accep- 
ting Dance's representation lo the 
count that a factual . dlspiitc_dld.cx- 
Lsl.- • 

Other abu.se occurred, the pro- 
secutors claim, when Jenkins refus- 
ed to allow Sugar to testify May 21; 
refused lo allow Schctller, who has 


pleaded guilty in the case, to testify 
June '24; and Imposed "arbitrary 
restrlttlons” on- what evidence the 
government could present at the 
June 24 hearing. . 

In addition, the government main- 
tains, Jenkins-abused his discretion 
by dismissing the case with pre- 
judice. 

' Other legal issues the government 
says it will ral.se in the appeal arc . 
whether the entrapment dispute 
could legally be decided by the 
Judge, whether Jenkins erred in 
dismissing the entire case and 
whether he failed his Jmllelalobllga-_ 
tlon ’to ’‘‘secure falniess."' seek' .a 
“just determination" and make rul- 
ings "to the end tjiat the truth may 
be ascertained," as required by fed- 
eral rules.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - Gov. 
Norm Bangerter says an Illinois 
court ruling has given him some 
leeway In deciding whether to granl 
an extradition requesl for Utah 
•businessman Michael MacKay. who 
Is charged in the death of a 
Chfcago-arca worker. 

MacKay. a vice-president of Ihc 
now-dcfuncl Klim Recovery Systems 
Inc., and four other company execu- 
tives were charged In the 1983 
cyanide poisoning death of Slefan 
Golab. a plant worker at Ihc com- 
pany’s plant in Elk Grove. 111. Film 
Recovery recovered silver from used 
X-ray film by dipping H into a chem- 
ical solution containing cyanide. 

Three officials were convicted of 
murder and reckless conduct and 
sentenced lo prison, but Bangcrlcr 
and Ills predecessor. ScoU M. 
Matheson. have thrice denied Il- 
linois' requests to cxlradltc 
MacKay. 

The appellate court's recent ruling 
upheld a lower court decision that 
business fliir.^ and their executives 
cannot be prosecuted under slate 
laws for allowing workers lo be c.x- 


posed to dangerous working condl* 
lions. 

"On the surface II appears this 
glves-MS a little more wiggle room" 
In deciding whether to grant the re- 
quest. Bangcrlcr said at his monthly 
(c)cviscd news conference. 

However, the governor noted the 
Illinois ruling followed a U.S. 
Supreme Court decision holding that 
federal courts can force slates to 
cxtradilc fugllivcs. and said the 
slate's legal counsel was cvoluatlng 
Ihc possible ramifications. 

Bangerter said he had nol received 
a fourth extradition request, but 
would be consulting the attorney 
general's office for an update on the 
slate's possible response should the 
request arrive. ... 

In other matters. Bangerter 
defended his efforts to cut slate 
spending and said recent economic 
projections Indicate Utah's fiscal 
woes may have bottomed out. 

lie cited the return of Kcnnecott’s 
copper operations, likely reopening 
of the Genova steel plant in Orem 
and lucrative new defense contracts

Among the provisions in the new 
contract are the addition ol extra 
days off to compensate fur a 56-hour 
work week.

Fraim Mason donated the landscape ‘Trail Creek'

TWIN FALLS - In- 
-tornationully knu,wn urtist, 
Frank Mason, visited the Magic 
Valley this week to complete a 
landscape painting which he will 
donate to the state of Idaho. 
Mason says that he is donating 
the painting because he wanus to 
show his love for the Gem state. 

The artist made his first visit 
to Idaho in 1953 and fell in love 
with Sun Valley and the sur- 
rounding areas. He says that he 
was impressed with paintings by 
Thomas Moran, especially one of 
Shoshone Falls painted in the 
early 1900s. 

Mason also plans to paint the 
falls during a later visit to Idaho. 
But this week he chose to do Sun 
Valley landscapes, finishing a 
work entitled Trail Creek, 
"which he presented to tho state 
of Idaho Tliursday night at the 
Rosemary Baker Gallery in 
Boise. 

Mason was raised by parents 
who had artistic interests. His fa- 
ther was a collector of 19th cen- 
tury paintings and his mother 
was a musician and painter. 
When he was just 12 years-old. 
Mason began a three-ycnr ap- 
prenticeship with Manual Reyes, 
the Spanish painter and poet. At 
age 10. ho transferred to the 
Music and Arts High School in 
New York. After high school, he 
studied under Frank DuMond 
and George Bridgeman at the 
Art Students League in Now 
York.- When DuMond died, 
Mason took" his plocc on tho 
staff, where he has taught for 
the last 35 years. 1 

In his teaching [and painting. 
Mason believes in| the timeles.s- 
ness in art, borrowing many tech- 
niques from the old masters. He 


grinds colors and cooks them in 
varnish and prepares his can- 
vases'from fine linen.s. In addi- 
tion to landscapes, Mason paints 
religious iconography, human 
■figures, still life and portraits. 

In 19G2, Mason was awarded 
the Cross of Merit by the So- 
vereign Military Order of Malta 
in recognition of eight paintings 
which were hung pornumontly m 
the Uth Century Church of San 
Giovanni of Malta in Venice. 
Ma.son is the only American to re- 
ceive this award, and the first 
artist to have received it in 400 
years. He ha.s also received nu- 
merous prealigious commissions 
and awards. His portrait subjects, 
have included the late Prince 
Giacomu Colonna of Venice, 
Averell Harriman; John Cardi- 
nal Wright. Louis Auchincioss 
and Thomas Wolfe. 

OneofMason's greatest contri; 
butions to art, according to one 
art journal, has been the conser- 
vation and restoration of art of 
the past. He was recently elected 
president of the International So- 
ciety of Preservation of the Arts, 
a group that is currently lobby- 
ing for the proper restoration of 
the Sistine (Jhapel in Rome. 

Mason is also working toward 
environmental preservation here, 
in tiie United States. "1 feel that 
as a major artist in the country 1 
must use my gifts to record the 
beauty,” he says. 

Mason says he is glad that 
Idahoans arc aware of.the need 
for preservation of the Sawtooth 
Ranges, He feels that Idaho 
could turn into “condominium 
city" and says, “Your children 
will curse you on j’our graves for 
this," 

‘We have had to fight or we 
would not have hud the Grand 
Canyon," he says, “Little isTeft 
but Idoho."
